all, after allowing a small increase in some, about one 
and a third millions of dollars. 
It is anticipated that with the valuable improvements 
of lute years in steam, and the great advantages in using 
these improvements for harbor and maritime defence, 
some ol 1 lie fortifications originally contemplated, may 
hereafter be wholly dispensed with, or be built on a 
different and reduced scale ; and though it is thought 
that only about two'millions can the following year be

Another of a sim i­ 
lar Character and issue among the same crew , one or 
two on board the Delaware and the John Adam s, with 
the rapid sickening o f each ship’s company, in the course 
o f two or three days,led the surgeons of the squadron to 
advise the putting to sea immediately o f all the ships. 
T he John Adams accordingly sailed on the 21st o f the 
month for Marseilles, while all despatch was made to 
prepare the United States for a homeward passage. She 
left .Mahon on the 26th of October, passed the rock of 
Gibraltar on the night of the 28th, and on the 20th of 
Novem ber laid arrived within a few days’ sale of N ew 
York. 
Since then, till within a day or tw o, she has 
encountered an uninterrupted succession o f heavy and 
adverse gales, and has slowly accomplished the latter 
part o f her voyage. 
Commodore Patterson and family, and the officers of 
the Delaware and Shark, were all w ell. 
T he crew o f 
the schooner also continued perfectly healthy, and un­ 
less the disease became more general in the ship’s com ­ 
pany o f the D elaw are, she would not leave Mahon for 
some time. 
T he medical skill of Dr R apelye, Surgeon o f the Unit­ 
ed States, and o f Assistant Surgeon Spencer, was most 
successfully exercised during the sickness on hoard that 
ship, and by the most assiduous and indefatigable at­ 
tentions day and night, the pestilence, happily, was 
soon stayed in its ravages and its power overcom e.—

thirty cases, after the ship left port,— making, with 
tw o, while still at anchor, five in all. Though the whole 
ship’s company were more or less affected at the time 
o f leaving Mahon, in less than a week all on board were 
restored to their usual health, and 
every evidence o f 
disease had disappeared.— Jour.
